4-Inch Tree Dweller 


By STEPHEN J. McDONOUGH

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Man, 
instead of having descended from 
the monkey, probably ascended 
from a four-inch long, tree-dwelling 
animal which was the ancient 
granddaddy of all mammals on 
earth today 

This conclusion, arrived at by Dr 
George Gallord Simpson of the 
American Museum of Natural His- 
tory, is based on a lengthy Study of 
a collection of fossils from a large 
area just east of the Crazy moun- 
tains in central Montana. It may 
indicate man’s origin was in the 
western United States rather than 
in Asia 
FUBLISHES STUDY 

Dr. Simpson has published 
through the Smithsonian Institution 
a study of these ancient animals, 
the remains of which were collected 
between 1908 and 1932 by Albert C 
Silberling of the United States 
Geological Survey and the late Dr 
James W. Gidley of the United 
States National Museum

Passing Show 


By J S.COWPER 

Newspapers are perforce full of news of wars 
and of rumors of war, in these disturbed days 
Lord Beaverbrook, publisher of the London Daily 
Express, has started a movement to banish rum- 
ors of war. He believes that no major war will 
develop from the Fascist aggression in Spain or 
from Japan's attempt to take from the Chinese an 
empire in north China. 

Beaverbrook is numbered among the English 
who have strong Fascist leanings. Men in his em- 
ploy have had to leave him because of his weak- 
ness for touching up stories about Russia, and for 
his insistence that they must be written as he 
dictates, rafher than from strict fidelity to the 
facts as the eye-witnesses saw them. His move 
to banish rumors of war may not be quite so dis- 
interested as he thinks it is. 

It would be very comforting to believe that 
the powder keg on which Europe is sitting, is as 
empty as his lordship would have us think. If 
Europe is as full of hate and menace, tyranny and 
persecution, as despatches make it appear, then 
there is no gain, but only loss, by turning a deaf 
ear and a blind eye to the realities of strife. 

A greater than Lord Beaverbrook — and it 
would shock his lordship to learn there is a 
greater than he—once commented on the folly 
of those who cry peace when there is no peace. 


However, we have some victories to record 
from this part of the world. Substantial victories 
over real enemies they are. 

First there is the victory over the drought 
which, followed by late rains and cold, made it 
appear hopeless that Alberta would have a crop 
this year. The later part of the season has unex- 
pectedly made up for the hopelessness of the 
early and middle parts of the season. Though 
some areas have suffered beyond hope, the crop 
on the whole will be a satisfactory one.

THE LEARNED ECONOMISTS 

By CHESTER T. CROWELL

Treasury, Washington, D.C 
One of the merriest entertainments life affords 
nowadays is following the fervid debates 
learned economists, especially those who have 
not yet observed that their science has been de- 
moted to a position not flatteringly far in advance 
of astrology. The more dogmatic among them 
confront a situation resembling that which must 
have annoyed the map-makers after an ignorant 


upstart named Christopher Columbus raised the 
high probability that the earth was round instead 
of flat. However, his theory moved rapidly on to 
conclusive proof. In the science of economics 
(especially as related to monetary policies) we 
have about proved that the world isn’t flat but we 
have not yet proved that it is round, or any other 
shape. Most of the demonstrating is being done 
by men who know very little about economics or 
money. The learned experts stand on the side- 
lines, saying (or yelling), “No! Oh, no! You can't 
do that!” And while they yell it is done. Per- 
haps not gracefully. In fact they usually do not 
prove anything conclusively. But they perform 
the impossible. And that is profoundly disturb- 
ing to gentlemen who sincerely thought they 
knew something with certainty. 

I have been a student and observer in this 
whole broad field for a quarter of a century, not 
a practising professional. I have also served as 
special assistant to the Secretary of the Treasury 
The difference between me and the professionals 
is that when I see my axioms topple into the 
garbage can I must laugh. Others suffer rising 
blood pressure 

Without the aid of algebra or charts, I can 
prove to you by simplé arithmetic that Mussolini 
could not possibly have carried out his Ethiopian 
operations. His gold reserve, when last heard 
from, was about $300,000,000; and, considering 
what he was doing, the difference between $300,- 
000,000 and a thin dime was negligible. But he 
did it. Consequently if you were to offer me my 
choice of the affirmative or negative side of a bet 
that two and two make four, I would take the 
affirmative but I wouldn't offer odds. Too many 
facts that I knew just as well as the answer to 
two and two have turned out to be questionable. 

For example, I know positively that when the 
gold reserve behind a currency is less than two 
per cent that country has no currency; panic and 
chaos are inevitable. It cannot possibly carry on 
foreign trade. But we have in the world today a 
country that depends very largely on foreign 
trade and it has almost no gold reserve yet it goes 
on doing business. Moreover it has an enormous 
internal debt, and foreign debt, both private and 
governmental. Also much of thet debt is in de- 
fault. In terms of standard economics Germany 
is a corpse, but the corpse doesn’t fall down. On 
the contrary it sends battleships to Spain, de- 
manding law and order
